Sewers Are Clogged by the Heavy Fall 
of Rain and Lightning Strikes 
Many Buildings—Two Cars of 
Matches Burned on the Tracks.

FIRE DEPARTMENT KEPT 


BUSY ANSWERING ALARMS |}. 


Chouteau Avenue From Jefferson to 
Ewing Suffers More Than Any 
Other Vicinity—Storm Leaves Two 
Inches of Mud on the Sidewalks. 


The most severe electrical display and 
heaviest downpour of the season accom- 
panied the storm which raged from 1 to 3 
o'clock Wednesday morning. 

Lightning struck in a number of places, 
but by far the greatest damage was done 
by the clogging of drains and sewer pipes, 
which dammed up the water until its 
weight broke through all confining bar- 
riers. 

Chouteau avenue, 
Jefferson, suffered 
from the storm. 

The rain was so heavy that it swept 
with it leaves, sticks and other debris, 
which choked the sewers and in ten min- 
utes after the storm began the street pre- 
sented the appearance of a lake. 

As late as 9% o'clock slimy mud tw 
inches deep on the pavement showed how 
heavy had been the precipitation, 


Two Cars of 
Matches Burn. 


Two freight cars filled with matches on 
the Frisco tracks near Vandeventer and 
Chouteau_avenues were set afire by a bult 
of lightning. While the fire companies in 
the vicinity were called out to extinguish 
the box cars, another blaze was in progress 
at 930 South Sarah street. This blaze was 
extinguished with small loss. 

In the crowded tenement districts thous- 
ands of persons who had ‘had little Sleep 
in the last 48 hours because of the terrific 
heat, gladly welcomed the cooling shuw- 
ers. Despite the danger from the light- 
ming bolts, which played hither and thith- 
er constantly, many stood in the streets 
and allowed the rain to bring them relief 
from the heat. 

The loss on Chouteau avenue was un- 
usually heavy because of the low level of 
the street. 

Clogged rainpipes allowed the water to 
father on the roof of Spohr’s tannery at 
Montrose and La Salle streets. The roor 
gave way and the whole plant was inun- 
dated. 

The Imperial laundry at 2809 Chouteau 
avenue suffered a similar visitation. 

One woman, who operates a dairy on La 
Salle street, lost $1000 by the destruction 
of feed and stock in her barn, which was 
flooded. 

The loss to Druggist Krueger at 2900 
Chouteau avenue was $25. The water 
dasised from the street against the front 
and rear doo with such violence that it 
penetrated through the crevices and 
splashed upon s@me of the stock.

Torrent Pours 


Into a Store. 

The stock of Isador Strauss, 8861 Man- 
chester avenue, was damaged $500. A pri- 
vate sewer in the rear of the building 
choked up and the torrent poured into the 
store, covering the first floor to a depth of 
fuur inches. 

Accumulated water broke in the roof of 
the Heind Safety Boiler Works at 1231 and 
1233 South Second strect. The building is 
g one-story brick and frame, 09 by 25 feet 
in dimensions. The place was flooded. 

Lightning struck a two-story brick dwell- 
ing at 4205A San Francisco avenue, eccu- 
pied by the families of Timothy Sullivan 
and John Goldsmith. No one was injured, 
but $250 damage was done. 

The residence at 923 Palm street, occu- 
pied by Chris Schroeder and family was 
struck by a bolt, which was carried in by 
an electric wire. A still alarm wis turned 
in to engine company No. iv, Twelfth 
atreet, and the flames were extinguished 
when only $% damage had been done. 

The residence of Lonis Smith, 1506 St. 
Touls avenue, suffered $50 loss from light- 
ning. 

An alarm was turned in from the Welle- 
Boettler Baker Co.'s plant at Vandeven- 
ter avenue and Forest Park boulevard for 
assistance in pumping out a flooded base- 
ment. The company responded, but was 
not called into action,

Much Noise and a Great Deal of Ma- 
neuvering Off the Maine 
Coast. 
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SHIPS ATTACK THE FORTS 


Tons of Powder Burnt in the Sham 
Battle in Portland 
Harbor. 


PORTLAND, Me.. Aug. 26.—Through 
dense smoke and amid the tumult of con- 
tinuous cannon fire, the battleships Kear- 
sarge, Illinois and Alabama entered this 
port early today, having stormed the main 
entrance to the harbor in connection with 
the great war game which is going on this 
week in this vicinity. 

The night was a sleepless one, not only 
for all actually engaged in the manuevers, 
but for many in the city. It was scarcely 
midnight when the searchlights of the forts 
disclosed two torpedo boat destroyers in 
the outer harbor. 

Firing began at once and then ceased. 

An hour later, the presence of a battle- 
ship was revealed by the searchlights and 
several of the forts opened fire on her. 
This vessel returned the fire and after 


that the cannonading became general. A 
cutter and launch containing landing | 
parties were captured and at 2:2 a. m. all 
the outer forts were in action. 

All the outer forts were engaged in ac- 
tion with three big vessels, which were 
afterwards recognized as the Kearsarge, | 
Illinois and Alabama. | 

While two torpedo boat destroyers and 
other small craft had been detailed to the | 
duty of threaten{ng the various passages of} 
the harbor, the movement against the ma‘n 
ehannel had been reserved for the Ittle 
ships. |

At 4 o'clock they began the advance. | 
With the Kearsarge leading and the ILl-| 
linois and Alabama close behind, each 
belching broadsides at the forts, they 
sailed siowly toward the city.

Early in the forenoon the scene of action 
shifted to the emg into Hussey’'s 
Sound, between Feaks and Long Island.

The fleet, led by the Olymp'‘a. was mov- 
ing against ‘Fort McKinley.

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REOPENING OF THE KRATZ CASE. 

Tuesday's Post-Dispatch told how the Post-Dispatch, in 
behalf of the state and in furtherance of the work of Circuit 
Attorney Folk in exposing boodle deals and prosecuting bood- 
lers, had investigated the possibility of bringing Kratz to St. 
Louis,.and had discovered a feasible plan. 

Murrell was the first important link in the chain of evi- 
dence which brought to light all the rascality of the boodle 
combine in the House of Delegates. Before his return only 
a few men had been indicted, the principals in the Suburban 
deal. Murrell’s confession exposed the deals of the members 
of the combine in the House of Delegates. It enabled Mr. 
Folk to obtain ample evidence upon which to indict and 
convict the boodlers. 

Kratz is the principal link in the chain of evidence necessary 
to expose the boodle deals in the Council and punish the 
conspirators in the Council combine. 

The importance of either inducing or forcing Kratz to re- 
turn to St. Louis and securing his evidence was fully realized 
by the Circuit Attorney and by all of those cognizant of the 
situation in the Council, where Kratz was manager of the 
Council combine boodle deals. He knew both the bribers and 
the bribed. 

The Post-Dispatch induced Murrell to return and confess, 
but all efforts to get Kratz back failed. The state depart- 
ment had attempted to extradite Kratz, but the Mexican 
government refused because bribery was not named in the 
treaty as an extraditable offense, and the United States gov- 
ernment could not promise reciprocity in similar cases. An 
amendment to the treaty, however, was proposed and put 
into effect. It was while this amended treaty was pending in 
the Senate that the Post-Dispatch undertook to find a way 
of bringing Kratz to justice. The case was regarded by the 
authorities of both countries as finally closed, but the in- 
vestigation of the Pogt-Dispatch’s representative in the City 
of Mexico brought out the possibility. The plan was approved 
by Ambassador Clayton and subsequently by Senator Cock- 
rell, who undertook to push the treaty in the Senate and 
afterwards to obtain the co-operation of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

This plan was to await the ratification of the new treaty 
and then have the United States government renew the ap- 
plication for the extradition of Kratz, coupled With the prom- 
ise of reciprocity, which the Mexican government had made thie 
condition of favorable response. Under the new treaty this 
promise could be given by the United States government, as 
the treaty provided for reciprocal action. It was thought 
best by Senator Cockrell and others in Washington, not to 
press the matter, but to let it come up in the natural course 
of events. It has, therefore,, been awaiting action by the 
Washington authorities. The report, however, that President 
Roosevelt hed against taken up the Kratz case, made the 
Post -Dispat ns work a legitimate subject for publication 
aad the,'pressing of the matter upon the attention of the 
auihorities with a view to achieving success a newspaper duty. 

There is good reason to believe that a renewal of the 
request of the United States government to the Mexican 
government, coupled with a promise of reciprocity demanded 
by the Mexican government and made possible by the new 
treaty, would result in a favorable response. The chance of 
success would be greatly increased if the President would 
take a personal-interest in the matter and would impress 
upon the Mexican government the importance of returning the 
Rt. Louls boedle chief to St. Louis to be tried for his crimes. 

The punishment of Kratz would mean the punishment of the 
greatest scoundrel in the combine of scoundrels in the legis- 
lature of St. Louis. The confession of Kratz would mean 
“the complete exposure of the corruption in the Municipal 
Assembly and the punishment of the bribers and boodlers 
who have thus far escaped prosecution through Kratz’s flight. 

Hither result is worth extraordinary efforts at this time, 
when official corruption is one of the principil issues.in the 
country. The people are thoroughly aroused to the im-

Indian meal, one pound two ounces is 
one quart; wheat-flour, one pound is one 
quart; loaf-sugar, one pound is one quart; 
brown sugar, one pound two ounces is one 
quart; powdered sugar, one pound one 
ounce is one quart; butter (soft), one pound 
is one quart; ten eggs are one pound; six- 
teen tablespoonfuls are one half pint; eight 
large tablespoonfuls are one gill; two gills 
are one half pint; a common tumbler holds 
one half pint; a wine glass holds one half 
gill; a tea-cup holds one gill; a large 
wine glass holds one gill; a large table- 
spoonful is one half ounce; forty drops are 
one teaspoonful; four teaspoonfuls are one 
tablespoonful.—Woman’'s Home Companion. 


Cabbage Salad. 


Make a dressing of one rounded teaspoon 
of sugar, one-half level teaspoon of mus- 
tard, a dash of cayenne, a few grains of 
salt, two tablespoons of melted butter and 
eight tablespoons of vinegar. After this 
is heated atir in two beaten eggs and when 
cooked to the consistency of cream it is 
ready to set away to cool before using. 
Cut firm cabbage into shreds and just be- 
fore time to serve the salad add the dress- 
ing and mix well.

Chop four quarts of ‘green tomatoes, one 
large head of cabbage and seven medium- 
sized onions fine, stir in one cup of salt and 
let stand over night. In the morning 
drain well and mix with one rounding table- 
spoon of celery seed, one-quarter pound of 
white mustard seed, two rounding table- 
spoons each of black pepper and ground 
cinnamon, one-half cup of grated horse- 
radish. Boil three quarts of vinegar and 
four cups of brown sugar together and 
when boiling hot stir in the seasoned mix- 
ture, let come to the boiling point and 
take from the fire. Some prefer not to 
cook the vegetables, but to pour the hot 
vinegar directly over them in the pickle 
jar. 


Pepper Pot. 


Cut three pounds rather lean pork into 
two-inch cubes. fry until brown, place in a 
three-quart stone pot (a bean jar is excel- 
lent for this purpose) having a close-fitting 
lid, add two large onions sliced, six large 
green peppers (the bell peppers are the best, 
being fine in flavor and mild), a tablespoon 
of salt (if fresh pork was used), and three 
large tomatoes peeled and cut small. Fill 
the pot with water and place in the oven 
or on the back of the stove, and allow to 
simmer five or six hours, or even longer. 
The longer it is cooked the better it will 
be. Persons who ordinarily cannot eat 
pork Will find this dish will do them no 
harm. The sauce will be rich and nicely 
flavored and the meat tender and tooth- 
some. Serve with it plenty of boiled rice 
or potatoes. 
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HOW GEORGE ADE CAME TO 
WRITE FABLES. 


George Ade'’s own account of how he 
came to write the fables that have made 
him famous, of which the latest are in- 
cluded in his People You Know (Harpers), 
is given as follows in the Boston Literary 
World: ‘In 1890," writes Mr. Ade, “having 
risen to a weekly income of $15, I lit out for 
Chicago, where I got a job on the Morning 
News. later the Record, as a reporter. The 
following year I had pretty good assign- 
ments, and in 1893 I did special World's 
Fair stories. When the fair closed up I be- 
came the father of a department in the 
paper called ‘Stories of the Street.’ I had 
to fill two columns every day, which, with 
a cut or two. meant from 1200 to 2000 words. 
Mv stuff was next to Eugene Field's 
‘Sharps and Flats." When Field died I got 
his desk. I used to get desperate for ideas 
sometimes. One lucky day I wrote a story 
on #® church entertainment, in which Artie 
was the spokesman. That was in 18%. I 
heard from that story so much that Artle 
was given a show once a week. In 1898 I 
ran up againet the fable of the old serio- 
comic form. I had learned from writing my 
department that all people; and especially 
women, are mare or less fond of parlor 
slang. In cold blood I began writing the fa- 
bles to make my department go. but I 
no idea that those fantistic things would 
catch on as they have. My first one was 
entitled ‘The Blond Girl Who Married a 
Bucket-Shop Man.’ Soon other papers 
asked permission to copy the fables. and 
than to share them with *the Record, and 
by-and-by a publisher collected tham and 
made up a copyrighted book. There you 
have the whole thing in a nutshell.”

Dockery, Secretary of State Cook, Attor- 
ney-General Crow, Auditor Allen and 
State Treasurer W1ilNams favor corporation 
influences and discriminate against the 
small property holders, particularly in Bt. 
Louis, the case of the St. Louis Terminal 
Railroad combine is taken as a splendid 
{llustration. Two years ago the board 
estimated the terminal property of S&t. 
Touts to be worth $4,500,000 in 1902. A sud- 
den change of heart came over the gover- 
nor, secretary of state, auditor and treas- 
urer regarding this financial bonanza, and 
with one voice they agreed to lower the 
assessment $1,500,000. There was no par- 
ticular reason why the board should do 
this, unless, as a prominent officel stated 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent today, 
the Terminal is a cig contributor to Dem- 
ocratic campaign funds.

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HOUSE MAJORITY HOLDS 
SCHOOL OF LEGISLATION 
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Room Over Delegate Kinney’s Saloon Used as Headquarters 
for Conferences on Important Measures, With 
Especial Attention to Street Work. 


Notwithstanding the threats of the 
“minority” to occasion its downfall when 
it so desires, the ‘‘majority’’ of the House 
of Delegates is carrying on the business of 
the lower branch of the Municipal Assem- 
bly in “‘business-like’’ fashion.

Kinney is a member of the majority, in 
fact, he is generally credited with being 
the moving spirit, the real leader of the 
present organization, although Speaker 
Hughes is nominally in control. 

There is a long table in the center of the 
room, there are enough chairs for all the 
members, and telepho¥ésyare at hand,

Dark blue curtains screen the members in 
séssion from the gaze of passers-by oin the 
opposite side of Ninth street. When re- 
freshmentts are needed by the majority, 
they are quickly supplied. 

The most imoprtant subject with which 
the ‘‘majority’’ has foumd it necessary to 
familiarize itself with so far is that of 
street improvement. Street improvement 
bills tht have been introduced in the House 
or that will be introduced during the pres- 
ent etrm involve the expenditure of prob- 
ably a hif million dollars of the city’s good 
money. 

Occasionally, it is said, visitors are ad- 
mitted to the sessions who have arguments 
to present in connection with pending legis- 
lation. 

It is understood that sometimes one man 
who is particularly familiar with the fine 
details of Municipal Assembly work is ad- 
mitted to the meetings to explain the dif- 
ferent methods in which bills may be 
“handled’’—that is passed quickly, ‘“‘held 
up”’ rage pee or killed.

If Mr. Hornsby Is in the Chair When 
the Bill Gets to the Office He 
Will Sign It. 


MR. WELLS TRIFLE UNCERTAIN 


Chief Executive's Suggestion for a 
Smaller Appropriation and Small 
Committee Was Ignored. 


Only a veto by Mayor Wells or Acting 
Mayor Hornsby can now prevent an im-

The bill appropriating $2500 for an in- 
vestigation and report on this subject by 
a committee of 15 city officials was passed 
by the Council Tuesday night. It had 
previously passed the House. 

It must be signed by the presiding offi- 
cers of both houses and, unless something 
“happens’ to the document, will reach the 
mayor's office next week. 

In. voting for the bill Tuesday night, 
Acting Mayor Hornby said he did so sim- 
ply to avold delay as he believed the com- 


smaller. 

Mayor Wells recommended an ordinance 
appropriating $500 for an investigation by 
the Board of Public Improvements. The 
House increased the amount and tagged 
on to the committee the members of the 
sanitary committee of both houses and 
the health commissioner. 

It is presumed that if the bill reaches 
Mr. Hornsby in time for him to act upon 
it as mayor he will sign it. Whether 
Mayor Wells will do so, in view of the 
changes mude by the House, is, of course, 
unknown. Administration men, however, 
express the belief that he will sign it 
because, if he vetoed it, it would occa- 
sion an additional delay in getting the in- 
quiry started.
